io Silesia railway station, where they will probably surrender. 


Nearly 25,000 ''loyal" troops—loyal in the sense that they intend 


to help sustain ^oiue kind of a stable and equitable iroverniuent—are 
in Berlin ami materially helped to rout the Spartacuns.

other "loyal" troops wnit outside Berlin in a suburb, ready to enter in 
a short time.

Program of Government 
Operated Railroads 


By W. U. M'ADOO. 


Who recently resigned as direcior sen- 


oral of the United States Railroad 
administration.

The railroad problem is today one 


of the most, if nol iho moat, impor- 
tant and vital domestic question fac- 
ing the American people. Our welfare 
;tnd prosperity depend on its proper 
solution. 


Let mo say immediately that at the 


present, time I am neither an advocate 
nor an opponent of government own- 
ership. .Hut 
while 
my tendency is 


against government ownership and In 
favor of a wisely 
regulated' private 


ownership under strong federal con- 
trol, I am frank to Kay that I am 
not afraid of government ownership 
should experience, gained by an ade- 
quate test, prove that it is the best 
solution of the problem. 


We are living in a new day in Amer- 


ica.; the world is 
throwing 
off old 


shackles; we must do what seems best 
in view of demonstrated facts, regard- 
less of preconceptions. 
I favor a live- 


year test period because I believe its 
results will tell us convincingly which 
is better, government 
ownership or 


private ownership, wisely 
and 
ade- 


quately regulated under the superior 
authority of the federal government. 


The suggestion most generally ad- 


vanced by the opposition is that, the 
roads be continued under government 
operation for the Lweniy-ono months 
period after the war, as provided by 
ihe present ^federal control act. and 
that, during that time, remedial legis- 
lation (there is an utter lack of agree- 
ment on the details of such legisla- 
tion) be enacted to return the roads 
to their private owners. 


There are two reasons why such a 


course seems to me impossible: 


First, the roads cannot be operated 


successfully under the present act for 
twenty-one months with the prospect 
of tht-ir return to their owners at the 
Mid of that time approaching nearer 
every day: 


Second, no adequate and fair reme- 


dial legislation can be obtained within 
uhat Lime, in view of the political sit- 
uation and the lack of crystallization 
of the thought of the nation as to what 
is the best permanent solution. 


The most serious obstacle to ^oing 


on with the present system of federal 
control 
under 
existing 
limitations 


while congress tries to work out reme- 
dial legislation is that of morale. The 
railroad officials and employes of the 
United States are: only human.

omically and satisfactorily pending the 
discussion by Congress and the coun- 
try, and especially with the 1920 pres- 
idential campaign approaching. 


Neither. contingency being possible, 


in my judgment, I see no escape from 
the conclusion that either the period 
of federal control must be extended for 
five years or the railroads must be re- 
stored to private control in the near 
future, to take their chances under the, 
old laws which governed them prior 
to the assumption of control by the 
government.

of the most, if noi the most, impor- 
tant and vital domestic question fac- 
ing the American people. Our welfare 
and prosperity depend on its proper

nor an opponent 01 govern men t own- 
ership. But 
while 
my tendency is 


ugainst government ownership and In 
favor of a wisely 
regulated 
private 


ownership under sirens federal con- 
trol. I a^n frank to say that I am 
not afraid of government ownership 
should experience, ^ainud by an ade- 
quate test, prove that it is the best 
solution of the problem. 


We are living in a new day in Amer- 


ica.; the world la 
throwing 
off 
old 


shackles; we must do what seems beat 
in view of demonstrated facts, regard- 
leas of preconceptions. 
1 iavor a five- 


year test period because I believe its 
results will tell us convincingly which 


\t is better, government 
ownership 
or 


\private ownership, wisely 
and ade- 


quately regulated under the superior 
authority of the federal government. 


Thft suggestion most generally ad- 


vanced by the opposition is that the 
roads be continued under government 
operation for the twenty-one months 
period "after the Var, as provided by 
the present federal control act, 
and 


that, during that time, remedial legis- 
lation (there is an utter lack of agree- 
ment on the details of such legisla- 
tion) be enacted to return the roads 
to their private owners. 


.There are two reasons why such a

This is not theory; this is a stubborn 


fact. 


Already signs of tho difficulty are 


beginning to appear. 
Then. too. were the effort made to 


continue the present control under ex- 
isting legislation, the railroads, from 
a physical 
standpoint, 
might stand 


still, or even deteriorate, during1 the 
twenty-one months' period. 
Without 


the co-operation of the railroad cor- 
porations, it Is difficult,under the pres- 
ent, law to carry forward 
improve- 


ments or to obtain needed equipment. 
Already many railroads are resisting 
purchases of necessary equipment. 


Some opponents' of the suggested 


five-year extension of federal control 
take the ground that 
the operating 


revenues during the year 191S will be- 
insufficient ro pay the rentals guaran- 
teed to the owners. They forget that 
most 01 die wage 
increases granted 


employes took pffect January 1. 191S, 
whereas the increased passenger and 
freight rates did not go into effect 
until six months later. 


If increased freight and passenger 


rates had sone into effect January 1. 
ill IS, at the same time as the wage 
increases, there would have been no 
deBcit. 


They also forget that the govern- 


ment took over the roads when they 
were completely paralyzed and when 
the greatest congestion of truffle in 
their history was upon them. It cost 
the government millions of dollars to 
clear up the congestion and get the 
railroads running again 
efficiently. 


T-hey also forget that blizzard- fol- 


lowed blizzard, and that it cost much 
money to overcome their effects. 
They 


forget, too, that the price of coal, steel, 
and of otliLT supplies was far above 
normal during the last year. 
These 


added expenses all would have had to 
be met "had the roads continued under 
private control, and. to pay for them,- 
rates would have had to be increased. 
Private operation the last year would 
have failed utterly, and 
the 
deficit 


would have been 
greater, 
perhaps, 


than under government management. 


Under peace conditions, and with a 


period of five years of federal control 
assured, it should be, possible to main- 
tain existing wages and working con- 
ditions and to effect such economies 
that reductions in rates, both passen- 
ger 
and 
freight, 
ought 
to follow 


within a 
reasonable 
time. Unques- 


tionably economies can be effected, un- 
der unified control that cannot b« prac- 
ticed under 
diversified 
control. 
Al- 


ready, the extra charge 
of one-half 


cent a mile for riding in sleeping cars, 
imposed as a war measure?^ has been 
removed, 
and other restrictions en- 


forced by the war are rapidly disap- 
pearing. 


No disaccommodation will result to 
the travftling or shipping public by the 
extension of the period of federal con- 
trol. The question merely is whether 
return 
U> private control can be ob- 


tained under existing' conditions with- 
in twenty-one mouths, 
and whether, 


even if that were possible, the roads 
could be, operated successfully, econ- 
omically and satisfactorily pending the 
discussion by Congress and the coun- 
try, and especially with the 1920 pres- 
idential campaign approaching. 


Neither contingency being possible, 


in my judgment, I see no escape from 
the conclusion that either the period 
of federal control must be extended for 
five years or the railroads must be re- 
stored Lo private control in the near 
future, Lo take their chances under the 
old laws which governed them prior 
to the assumption of control by the 
government.

H.. ami an Old Colony company oper- 
ating between Boston 
anrl Newport, 


R. J. The Bock bill provide? that the 
old Boston it Northern territory shall 
return to the fares and faro limits of 
IfH4, and leaves the southern territory 
out in the cold, so to speak. 


Under its terms all of the cities and 


towns north and northeast of Boston, 
in which the Bay State now 
operates, 


would comprise what is to he known 
a? thf "North Eastern Traction 
Dis- 


trict," and at the next state election 
would decide by their votr-s whether 
they desire that the act become oper- 
ative. If a majority of the votes cast 
are in the affrmative. then'the follow- 
ing provisions would take effect. 


The governor would appoint acorn- 


mission of three persons, for terms, re- 
spectively, of 
three, 
four 
and 
five 


years: each member of the 
commis- 


sion must be a resident of the 
com- 


pany, ami must not own stock in 
the 


r.ay State or in any other company op- 
orating- in the Bay State territory. Tin1 
governor would select the chairman of 
the commission, who would he paid a 
salary of Slu.OOO, and each of the oth- 
er members would be paid $5000. The 
bill then continues, in part: 


"The commission

for street railway purposes, including- 
rolling1 stock, tracks, poles, conduits,

ation commission of three persona, one 
of whom shall be a member 
of

public service commission, to be des- 
ignated by the chnirmnn of said com- 
mission, the second member shall

appointed by the company subject to 
tho approval of the lecelvor, and 
the 


third member shall bo chosen by the 
other two members, or. In cast- they 
art* unable to agree, by the Kovornor.'1

"Tlie commission shall oi>oraLo with- 


in the district limits a system of street 
railway lines for the transportation of 
passengers, newspapers, express matter

con- 


structed, and for such purposes may 
exercise all the rights, 
powers 
and 


privileges conferred by law upon street 
railway companies. 
In such manage- 


ment and operation, 
the commission 


shall have full authority to employ and 
discharge such officers, managers and 
operatives as may be necessary. 


"The rate of fare chargeable by said 


commission for the transportation of 
passengers shall not exceed the sum of 
live cents for any single passage, and 
the distance that may be traveled for 
a single faro Khali in no case be le:!s 
than as established by the company on 
the first, day of July in the year nine- 
teen hundred and fourteen. 


"The cost of acquiring the property 


and equipment of the company, and of 
replenishing, improving, and adding to 
the same, and the expenses of opera- 
tion and 
t">f making reasonable provi- 


sion for depreciation in excess of the 
operating receipts of the commission, 


shall be paid from a fund to be known 
as the Bay State street railway fund. 
Such fund shall be provided 
by the 


commonwealth and for such purpose 
the treasurer and receiver general may 
issue the bonds or certificates of in- 
debtedness of the 
commonwealth 
for 


such amounts as may be necessary, 
payable after- such periods, and bear- 
ing such rates of interets as the treas- 
urer and receiver general may, with 
the approval ot the governor, deter- 
mine. 


"Upon the first day of October next. 


following1 the nrst issue of bonds or 
certificates by the commonwealth, and 
every five years 
thereafter, the 
su- 


preme judicial court sitting in equity 
shall, upon application of the treasurer 
and receiver general or of the commis- 
sion, appoint three commissioners, who 
shall, after due notice and hearing, and 
in such manner as they shall deem just 
and equitable, determine tho propor- 
tion in which each of the cities and 
towns constituting the district shall 
annually pay money into the treasury 
of the commonwealth for the ensuing;
